Applicant's arguments filed 7/22/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See argument below. 

I. Rejection of claims 1,3,4,7,8,10-13,15,18,21,23 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
obvious over Voss will be maintained for reason on record and reason as follows. 
Applicant argues that Voss is concerned with solutions in water; whereas, the instant 
invention is concerned with solution in an organic solvent of transition metal chelator 
anion and an organic cation. Examiner argues that instant claims do not exclude water. 

II. Rejection of claim 14 under 35 USC 112 will be maintained for reason on record 
and reason as follows. The phrase "other liquid components" is not defined by the 
claims. 

III. Claims 5,6,9,16,17,19,20,22,24-27 are objected to for reason of record.
